It has been a great building year in the United States. Yet 


the building season draws near a dose with the situation re- 
lieved but little. Small and rather quiet communities may 
have caught up with the housing shortage. 
Large cities, or 


active, growing cities of an/ size, have not. 


New York reports a lack of 165,000 homes, to take care of 


the population now crowded for the most part in small and 
unsanitary apartments. The American people would require 
from"! ,000,000 to 2,000,000 new homes—whether houses or 
apartments—to provide the space and comfort to which they 
were accustomed before the war interfered with normal con- 
struction. But there is no promise of-obtaining 'those needed 
homes for many years to come. 


The main difficulty is said to be labor. Money 5s available, 


though loans are rather expensive in many sections. Mater- 
ials are costly, but less so than they were at the peak of the last 
business boom, and they can be obtained. Labor in the build- 
ing trades is admittedly incapable of taking care' of the con- 
struction-needed. -Not enough apprentices have been trained 
in recent years, so that in many places there are actually fewer 
bricklayers, carpenters, painters, etc., though the population is 
far larger. And building contractors agree that labor is accom- 
plishing less per man per day than it used to, while getting the 
highest wages ever paid in time of peace. 


The building trades have-a monopoly, and are making the 


best of it. For that, perhaps, they are not much to blame. It 
is human nature to charge all the traffic will bear, and profit- 
eering employers showed them the way during the war.

Traffic Engineers. 


The general manager of the National Automobile Chamber 


of Commerce declares that "every city of importance should 
employ a traffic engineer." 
In no other way, he says, can 


present traffic problems be solved. 


He is doubtless right about it. Almost every considerable 


city in the United States reveals a traffic situation which, to an 
engineering mind, is absurd. There are not enough main 
thoroughfares. Thro'ugh streets are not straight enough or do 
not lead directly and easily to important sections. Entrances 
and exits to and from the city are often inadequate—mere bot- 
tle-necks, obstructing traffic instead of facilitating it. 
Thor- 


oughfares are not wide enough. There are not enough "by- 
pass streets," properly placed to ease the congestion. There 
are too many obstructions to the driver's view at street corn- 
ers, causing accidents and slowing traffic. 
Corners are too 


sharp. All these faults, and more, could be avoided—on pa- 
per, at least—by competent engineers. With the facts once 
made plain, city officials might be persuaded to act on them 
and taxpayers might be persuaded to stand the cost of desira- 
ble changes. 


[This traffic situation is the biggest practical problem con- 


fronting most of our cities today, and it is growing more seri- 
ous all the time. It is not confined to "important cities," in the! 
sense in which that phrase was used. Every city is important' 
to itself, at least; and the time for expert engineering is while 
a city is yet of moderate size, when changes are easy and in- 
expensive. 
. 
Clogged traffic is as fatal to a city as poor circulation of the 


blood is to a human body. Properly engineered traffic pro- 
motes growth. The prosperous cities of the future~will be 
those which have got the traffic engineer' on the job early in 
the game.

Diplomas and Brain Power. 


Too many boys and girls, as well as their parents, look upon 


the full high school course as useful only in fulfilling college 
entrance requirements. They fail to realize that secondary 
school work is organized on a four-year basis and that to omit 
the last one or two of those years is to forego the benefit of 
well-rounded training. Furthermore, statistical studies of the 
situation have indicated again and again that in general the 
earning power in later years of men who finished high school 
or its equivalent is greater than that of men who did not do so. 


To the impatient boy who can't see any connection be- 


tween school work and the satisfaction of his life ambitions, it 
should be pointed out that graduation from a good high school 
is proof of more than average intellectual ability, more than 
average industry and more than average stability. 
It puts a 


different light on quitting school to take a job when.it is sug- 
gested that many of the boys who leave do so because they 
lack the brain power, the will power and the moral strength to 
stay in school until graduation.

medical man In this country to prac- 
tice physchopathology, died: suddenly 
yesterday at his home here, the form- 
' er Frank Jones estate on Maplewood 
avenue. He had .been Jn his customary 
good health until stricken yesterday 
morning. 


Doctor Sidis ^was born Oct. 12, 1867, 


-In Russia, and came to this country 
when he was 20 years of age. He was 
graduated from Harvard in 1894,with 
an A. B. degree. He received his A/M. 
flegreej the following year/and in-1897 
was made a doctor of philosophy. 


From 1896 to 1902"he' was p'hycholo- 


gist 
and 
phychopafhdlo'gist" In ' the 


state,hospital, in .New tori; For the 
next^two years until coming to Bos- 
ton to practice in 1904 he was direc- 
tor of the N«w~ York Infirmary -for 
women and children in' New Tork 
city. In Boston 
he again 
attended 


Harvard and received .his degree of M 
D. in 1908. He wae associated with 
the lata Prof. William James. 


In 1999 Doctor Sidis came to this 


city and established a sanitarium'for 
treatment of nervous diseases. From 
then on he personally ' directed the 
Sldls (Psychotherapeutic Institute here' 


Doctor Sidis also contributed books 


of repute on medical subjects, chief of 
which were "Psychology of Sugges- 
tion." "Multiple, Personality" 
and 


"Nervous Ills." For 16 years he waa 
editor of the Journal 
of Abnormal 


Psychology. jHe also was associate 
editor of the New ,Tork State Bulle- 
tin a scientific paper. 


Doctor Sidis leaves a widow, one 


son. William J. Sidis of New York 
City and a daughter, Helen, of this 
city. The son attained considerable 
notoriety by entering. Harvard at the 
.age of 11 and graduating in 1913 when 
he was only 15 years of age.
